Inconsistencies between the pres- 
ent Town Act and the Village Act, 
and the question of fields of taxation 
for the municipality, province and 
Dominion were two of the warmly 
debated subjects and the subjects of 
resolutions passed during the early 
part of the afternoon and the morn- 
ing sessions. 

Concluding a _ heated debate, and 
one in which a number of taxation 
problems of the rural and urban mu- 
nicipalities was involved, Robert Eng- 
lish, deputy minister of municipal af- 
fairs, pointed out that it had been 
decided at the last session of the Leg- 
islature to start immediately a com- 
plete review of the methods of taxa- 
tiou used in the province at the pres- 
ent time. 

‘It is the intention of the provincial 
government to try and arrive at a 
system whereby the municipalities 
will levy taxes on lands and build- 
ings, and then make representations 
to the federal government for the 
right to levy the income tax,” Mr. 
English declared. 

The Supplementary Revenue Tax 
and the Wild Lands Tax, at present 
collected by the municipalities and 
turned over to the provincial govern- 
ment, were two of the land ~taxes 
mentioned which should not be levied 
by the province.

Signalling Trains Through New Quebec Tunnel - ae 
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Editor #3 Proprietor 
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HINDUS’ BOOK ON RUSSIA 
CITES PERSONAL EXPERIENCES 
UNDER COMMUNIST GOVT. 


Until comparattively recently few 
writers have attempted to portray 
the Russian situation in a purely 
obective way. A few Radicals have 
tried to explain and exalt the Boshe- 
vist ideals, and to thrust aside all 
consideration of the incredible bar- 
barities perpetrated as merely the 
inevitable incidents of a national 
revolution. On the other hand the 
attitude of some writers toward the 
Russian experiment has been one of 
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author’s playmates, and Whey gave 
him their entire confidence, withold- 
ing nothing. 

Hindus sympathizes intensely with 
these “little brothers” of his. He por- 
trays in a vivid word picture both the 
tragedy and the promise symbolized 
by the tractor which ploughs up the 
boundary furrows between individual 
strips, thereby divorcing Russian ag- 
riculture from its age-long: past and, 
incidentally, forcing 125,000,000 peo- 
Ple into mechanized, collective life. 
Some of these experiences are 
tragic, some pathetic, some vastly 
entertaining. But they all tell the 
same story, the travail of a whole 
peasant race in shedding the old 
inertia to become _tractor-minded 
and to leap, bewildered and dis- 
trustful, from feudalism Anto the 
machine age and a social contro], 
completely foreign to its heritage. 

“Whatever the outside world may 
think of collectivization,” he says, 
“henceforth it must be the pivot 
on which the revolution is to re- 
volve. Should this pivot give way, 
the revolution can only blow to 
pieces. Should it hold together, 
should collectivization as an econom- 
ic enterprise prove feasible, it will 
transfigure Russia as nothing else 
that the Bolsheviks have launched or 
have planned to launch. From a land 
of puny and ever-decreasing landhold- 
ings with a distressingly primitive 


farms which neither America nor 
Canada nor the Argentine can rival. 

“It is not the mechanics of farm- 
ing as much as the social transfigur- 
ation it forebodes that makes collect- 
ivization so spectacular a force in our 
age. The thatch-roofed villages which 
seem rooted in the Russian soil will 
be torn down and supplanted ‘by rural 
townships~ more or less completely 
socialized. The church will crumble. 
So, in its present form, will private 
property. The home, the individual- 
istic family, as we now know it, 
will be submerged in the new com- 
munity. Other institutions which 
have been the sanctities of western 
civilization will collapse or undergo 
transmutation which will reduce 
them to mere skeletons of their 
former selves.” 

Especially interesting is the au- 
thor’s summary of the adivantages 
and weaknesses of the “kohlhoz” or 
collective farm. The revolutionary 
tension is keyed up to such a high 
pitch that the breakage of mach- 
inery through ignorance is tremen- 
dous. This is charged up to educa- 
tion as the Russians are just dis- 
covering the machine. Hence dis- 
abled tractors everywhere dot the 
landscape. 

On the social side, the collective 
farm is helping on the aims of the 
revolution in various ways.. The log 
hut is replaced by -the barrack, 
which destoys the privacy of fam- 


In their trials for, the-race for the 
Schneider Cup, se riomiaile of the 
speed championship of the world by 
an airplane, some of the pilots are 
said to have reached a speed of 396 
miles an hour, and sustained it for 
quite some time.

Let me give to the house an. ex- 


ample of the absurdity with which I 
am personally faced at the moment, 
And I shall take only one example 
out of a hundred. I am asked by one 
vote to decide whether or not I want 
the five cents a -bushel bonus on 
wheat; and on the other hand I am 
asked to decide whether or not I am 
in favour of the reduction in income 
tax on higher incomes. Now, frank- 
‘ly, I am in favour of the five cent 
bonus on wheat, and I should like to 
vote for it. But I am decidedly op- 
posed to the reduction of the income 
tax on higher incomes and I want to 
vote against it. But I have only one 
vote. I am asked to vote yes or no; 
I want to vote yes and no. I hope that 
the independent groups in parliament 
will from this time take such a course 
as will free their own minds from this 
absurdity and give us an opportunity 
to vote on issues on their merits. 

Let me now come to the various 
parts of our amendment which I en- 
umerated a few moments ago. I shall 
deal first with our conviction that 
the economic system requires some 
modifications. Let me point -out, what 
perhaps it is scarcely necessary to 
indicate to this assembly, that events 
are demonstrating more and more 
clearly each day the necessity for 
some fundamental changes in our 
economic system. Let me present to 
this house the actual condition with 
which we are faced, having regard al- 
so to the amendment which we have 
moved. 

The more we produce the less we 
consume in relation to the. output. 
The more goods that are produced 
and wnconsumed, the ‘more unemploy- 
ment; the more unemployment the

There 
must remain a surplus, to buy which 
there is no money in circulation. That 
surplus forms the basis of unemploy- 
ment,and unemployment is measured 
by that surplus in every country of 
the world.

Then turn to the other party. It 
argues that if trade between nations 
were freer we ‘should be able to 
trade ourselves out of unemployment 
and into prosperity—rather a novel 
conception. This I regard as a double- 
headed fallacy, because every other 


nation is as nelpless and as hopeless- 


to buy goods as we are, and for pre- 
cisely the same reason. Moreover, 
there is in almost every civilized 
country..of the world, a surplus of 
the very goods of which we have a 
surplus. That is not absolutely true 
in detail, but I say that in the main, 
and in respect of civilized ' countries, 
it is true. There are no ‘foreign mar- 
kets ,and if there were foreign mark- 
ets foreign markets would not in- 
crease purchasing . power of the 
countries concerned. Foreign trade 
properly considered is. only fair ex- 


change, purchasing power remaining. 


the same in both the bargaining coun- 
tries, : 

Now, it was with a view to increas- 
ing temporarily the purchasing power 
of the country thus relieving the pres- 
sure in Canada, that we propose to 
suspend the redemption of dominion 
notes in gold. The hon. member for 
Macleod (Mr. Coote) argued very 
ably and very clearly this whole swb- 
ject. I can only touch upon it, there 
being so many other matters to 
which I must refer. 1 have argued 
this subject many times in this 
house. The very first speech I ever 
made on this floor was on, this sub- 
ject. At that time I warned.the then 
government that they should not be 
tempted to go back on ‘the gold basis, 


pointing out to them that to’ do so at 


that time would very materially in- 
crease the debts, both personal and 
public. I showed: that: it: would place 
agriculture in particular under a bur- 
den from which it would be very 
doubtful if it: would: ever emerge. I 
can remember the scoffs which came 
from the government benches on that 
occasion. 

I am glad to note that ten years 
later the right hon. léader of the op- 
position, then the Prime Minister, 


‘| thinks enough of our proposals to 


take a. Yttle time to argue against 
them. That. marks at least some ad- 
vance. In his speech of great length 
and breadth, which necessarily yield- 
ed some of its depth to the other two 
dimensions the Tight ‘hon. leader of 
the opposition gave some attention to 
the subamendment. He spoke favour- 
ably, if vaguely with regard to inter- 
national cooperation. That is all 
very well, but we want cooperation 
in Canada. I would stand for co- 
operation in Canada if there were not 
another nation in the world wanting 
cooperation. If it should take all the 
nations of the world all time to be- 
come cooperatives, I do not want Can- 
ada to wait that long. It is all very 
well to talk about international co- 
operation when there does not exist 
one international body in the world 
possessed either of the idea of co- 
operation or the authority to take 
the first step in that direction. We 
have no power, either, to bring the 
other nations’ of the world into co- 
operative action and therefore I say 


‘|for the right hon. leader of the oppo- 


sition to place the seal of his endors- 
ation upon international cooperation 
is merely to make an appeal to the 
empty sky. 

I ask, then for cooperation in Can- 
ada. Russia used to think that her 
communism could not be established 
unless it, were done by international 
revolution, and I venture to say she 


a spent | a.good many months and years 
» “vying *tdé incite the other nations of 


the world to revolt, and thus to carry 
out her program. Eventually she dis- 
covered that if she were to have com- 
munism she would have to have it in 
Russia and leaive the rest of the 
world to mind.its own business. I do 
not argue that we should ignore the 
Test of the world, but I do say that 
our best contribution to international 
cooperation can be made only by 
building up cooperation in Canada. I 
want cooperation in Canada in .the 
production of goods; I want cooper- 
ation in the distribution of goods; I 
want cooperation in farming; I want 
cooperation in finance; 
Operation between the working peo- 
ple of this country and the bankers 
and financiers. If we cannot get 
that kind of cooperation then the 
principle of cooperation must be 
thrown overboard. I refuse, however, 
to wait for that cooperation until it is 
established internationally. We must 
begin at home. 

The leader of the opposition appar- 
ently was unable to see any benefit 
in our next proposal, which was to 
renounce the gold standard. I agree 
with him however, in -his -criticlsm

action. ‘I agree: with that part of his 
criticism, but he forgets that we are 
now suffering from a disadvantage 
because our competitors in the 
world’s markets have already ~ gone 
ba Thus the only 
possible way we can have even a fair 
chance with them is to have our mon- 
etary systemat least upon a basis 
comparable to theirs. So the prim- 
ary object in moving the amendment 
in this connection is, in short that 
we may be placed on a fair basis with 
other countries competing with us. 

Let me put it in another way: we 
want to. abandon the gold basis for a 
reason similar to that which made 
the Liberal party continue a protec- 
tionist policy through a long regime 
in office; that is, in order to adjust 
ourselves to our competitors. That is 
not all that would result from such a 
proposal, however. It would decided- 
ly reduce debt. Just as debt was in- 
creased in Canada when we went on 
the gold basis, so debt would be re- 
duced in exactly the same way by 
getting off the gold basis. I say to 
this parliament that this government 
and members of this house owe it to 
justice and to the people of Canada 
to inflate now to the same extent that 
deflation took place under the pre- 
vious government after the war. 
When, as I have often said in this 
house the debt of every farmer, and 
the national-debt was more than 
doubled. That occurred in this way, 
that it took two bushels of wheat, 
two hours of Jabor or two units of any 
other sort to do what one unit could 
have done prior to the deflation. 
That is how it increased our debt. 

In substance, the right hon. leader 
of the opposition argued that if there 
had been any intention to go off the 
gold basis, provision should have 
been made for that action before re- 
financing took. place. I think the in- 
ference is thgf It would be unfair to 
bondholders: s>to go off: the: gold 
basis now, after they have reinvested 
and have been reassured of the gild- 
edged character of their investments. 
It was very unfortunate for the peo- 
ple of (Canada that my right hon. 
friend did not see that point when he 
was in power; he deliberately went 
on to the gold basis, thus placing a 
burden upon the people of. Canada 
which would be in part placed upon 
the bondholders if we were to do 
the reverse now. The unfairness on 
that occasion was directed against 
the general public, and the unfair- 
ness on this ‘occasion would be 
against the bondholders, but since the 
bondholders already have _ reaped 
their advantage by deflation, the gen- 
eral public should have a chance to 
get square hy an equal measure of 
inflation. a 

To abandon the gold basis is, of 
course, frankly admitted to be against 
the interests of bondholders. To re- 
turn to the-gold basis was against 
the interests of the masses of the 
people. My right hon. friend betray- 
ed his millionaire psychology through 
his own eloquence, Is it not amusing 
that in the same speech in which he 
so properly, and with such deep emo- 
tion, condemned the government for 
having reduced the income tax on the 
higher incomes, he should have rush- 
ed to the defence of the bondholders 
with breast bared to the enemy? Yes, 


the, abandonment of the gold basis. 
would ‘reduce’ “ the® ‘incomes of bond: 


holders, and so the right hon. leader 
of the opposition rushes to defend 
them. What law of justice or econ- 
omics; what rule of ethics permits 
the right hon. gentleman to arrive at 
the conclusion that it is a good policy 
to defend the interests of the bond- 
holders as against the very life of the 
Canadian people, the wage earners, 
the farmers and the merchants of 
this country? The price of wheat 
may decrease to the vanishing point; 
the debt of the farmers, by deflation, 
may be heaped up to twice its orig- 
inal size; the wage earner, through 
deflation, may go on short time and 
thus reduce his income, or eventual- 
ly he may be thrown out of employ- 
ment and have no. income at all; 
bread winners of Canada may not be 
able to provide for their families and 
there may be hungry children in this 
country, but that did not seem to 
arouse the sympathies of the right 
hon. leader of the opposition when he 
was in power.

Fifth Fortnightly 
Crop Report 


culture, Province of Alberta, Ed- 
monton, June 29th, 1931). 


A large section of the Province has 
received a plentiful supply of mois- 
ture during the past two weeks. 
Telegraphic reports reaching the De- 
partment from various sections ‘ of 
the Province today indicate that pros- 
pects have greatly improved particu- 
larly in the case of the later sown 
grain. The later sown wheat is head- 
ing. out somewhat short in most 
places on account of the lack of 
moisture and high winds in the early 
part of the.season. The later sown 
wheat, oats ‘and ‘barley. are showing a 
fine stand in all districts where suf- 
ficient moisture has been received. 
The extreme southern part of the 
Province and a considerable area 
through the south-eastern section has 
not had sufficient rain and high 
winds are still prevalent doing much 
damage. 

Pastures generally have improved 
rapidly during the past two weeks 
in the area where precipitation has. 
occurred. In districts where the wind 
damage and where dry weather pre- 
vailed in the early part of the sea- 
son, pastures have not revived suffi- 
ciently to provide feed for stock. 

Grasshoppers and cutworms have 
done some damage in isolated places. 
Taking the Province as a whole, how- 
ever, this has been very slight. 

-Alfalfa is a heavy stand in the ir- 
rigated area. The first cutting has 
commenced. 4 

Warmer weather would be welcome 
but crops are growing rapidly over 
the greater part of the Province and 
all but the early sown grain gives 
promise of a good return except in 
the districts where moisture has not 
yet been sufficient. 


LIGHT SOUGHT UPON MISSING 
CHARITY FUND AT PROVOST 


Provost, June 29.—<The combined 
forces of. the’ A.P.P. and thez :provin- 
cial government audit department ac- 
tive in the town for the last few 
days, have been unsuccessful in un- 
earthing any clues that would lead 
to the parties whose manipulation of 
charity funds for the use of under- 
privileged children, ‘being exposed. 

B. C. Shaughenessy of the audit 
department of the provincial govern- 
ment, after combing the town and 
district and minutely inspecting 
books, returned to Edmonton Friday. 

Constable W. Burr of the A.P.P., 

revealed that the investigation had 
yielded the fact that the men known 
to have been handling the fund are 
now out of the district. The fund it- 
self has disappeared. 
Under a scheme promoted in 1924 
by a Calgary advertising expert, the 
“Child Saving Fund” was started. 
Over 300 local people subscribed to 
the fund, and sums ranging from a 
few cents up to $25 were collected, 
totalling slightly over $3000. 

This sum was to be deposited and 
so arranged that when the children 
in whose aid it was collected reached 
16 years of age they would receive, 
benefits. The money was put to their 
credit by four local men, the amount 
representing a five per cent discount

“That is true. On all Canadian com- 
modities prices were fixed on but 
two during the war wheat being one 
of them. If wheat Producers were 
thus picked out to he penalized dur- 
ing the war, surely they are entitled 
to be given first consideration when 
they are suffering more than any 
other class in the greatest depression 
ever experienced, :

time. She mentioned that Leth- 
bridge, Calgary and Edmonton each 
have 2 cyclopathic ward in a hospital 
which are there entirely because of. 
resolutions sent in by U.F.A. locals. 
She then spoke on that subject near- 
est her heart, “Immigration.” She 
suggested that instead of expecting 
to’ assimilate immigrants completely 
into our modes of living that -we 
might to great advantage assimilate 
some of their richness in art, music, 
literature folk dancing, and customs 
into our lives, arid be all the richer 
for it. She did not think it possible 
to consider as immigration merely as 
those who come into the country and 
those who go out. 

She wants us to teach our ‘children 
loyalty, love and co-operation in our 
homes, thus making them much eas- 
fer to live with when they grow up. 
She trusts that we as individuals 
prevent any glorifying of war to aid 
in: preventing any other such catas- 
trophe as the last war. 

Miss Jessie Reed, another gold 
medallist and also the winner of the 
silver cup at the Wetaskiwin musical 
festival, favored the meeting with 
two lovely solos. 

Mrs. Dowdell of Millet, was the 
last speaker on the program. Mrs. 
Dowdell is a direct and forceful 
speaker, and held the attention of 
the audience from the first. She feels 
that it is most regrettable that times 
likes these must crush the charms 
and graciousness of our women 
through drudgery and worry, ‘when 
our society denies’ our children a 
chance to be educated in body, mind 
and heart it is committing a great 
social crime. - She urged them not 
to feel badly that most of the chil- 
dren are just average mentally, since 
mosf of the world’s work is done by 
people of average mentality. She 
‘thinks that boys and girls who have 
to stay on farms should have the 
same chance to explore in higher ed- 
ucation as those who are not exclud- 
ed because born under different econ- 
omic conditions. She thinks that in 
‘|no better way could the money of 
our province be spent than in higher 
education, for all those capable of 
assimilating it, prepare them as lead- 
ers of ability. She said that we 
simpy cannot afford not to educate 
them.—Ponoka Herald.

FIVE REASONS WHY HIGHWAYS . 
SHOULD BE DRY WAYS 


The following essay was written by 
Billy Beavo in’ the Grade VIII. essay 
competition conducted by the W. C. 
T. U. 

I am going to try, to show by five 
different reasons” why highways 
should be dry-ways. — 

Firstly. Alcohol slows up the ac- 
tion of the brain. A man driving on 
the highway is responsible for the 
safety of the public as well as for 
himself. If he is under the influence 
of liquor his brain works more 
slowly and he is therefore driving to 
common danger. For example, if a 
child runs in front of a car a driver 
must stop instantly. The effect of 
liquor on the driver in this case 
would cause an accident. : 

Secondly: Alcohol affects the vis- 
ion. A few drinks of alcohol pro- 
duces a blurring sensation. In this 
state a person sees two objects, 
whereas in reality there is only one. 
An example might be a man _ ap- 
proaching a bridge appears to see 
two bridges. He invariably takes 
the one that is not there. 

Thirdly: Alcohol retards judge- 
ment. A drunk man in most cases 
would drive faster than he would if 
he were sober, making it dangerous 
to drive in traffic as it requires a 
clear mind to avoid accidents on a 
much travelled road, where the ‘best 
of judgement is required. From the 
standpoint of safety. the pedestrian is 
as much blind as the driver of a 
motor car if he mixes alcohol in the 
blood ‘that feeds the brain. A man 
with a dull brain is incapable of us- 
ing good judgment. Drunk men are 
sometimes blamed for misjudging 
their proper chances. to cross: {the 
roads. 

The fourth reason is‘for safety. tt 
the operators of motor cars or other 
vehicles, and pedestrians were total 
abstainers, there would be very few 
accidents, if any, thus making the 
highways safe. 

The fifth reason why a highway 
should be a dry-way is that people 
under the influence of alcohol. are 
not very particular with the kind of 
language thed use, soxmetimes it be- 
ing wery foul. The intelligent man 
or woman does not care to hear 
language of that sort. 

In conclusion, by the use of liquor 
before driving one deliberately adds 
an unnecessary source of danger to a 
situation already loaded with risks. 
The effect of ‘alcohol is to dull the 
alertness of the brain, to misjudge 
distances, and to manage the steer- 
ing gear inaccurately. 

The margin between safe driving 
and unsafe driving, says a writer, “is 
too narrow to permit drinking.”

EXPERIMENTING TO ERAD- 
ICATE COUCH GRASS FROM 
WESTERN FARMING AREAS 


.Couch grass has become firmly es- 
tablished in many parts of. the west. 
Indeed in certain districts it 
taken almost complete possession of 
some farms, and. made profitable 
crop production impossible. 

The Dominion Experimental Farm 
at Brandon is now conducting some 
experiments with the object of find- 


ing, if possible, some method or 
methods which will satisfactorily 
‘control this aggressive weed. 


Through the courtesy of the Cater- 
pillar Tractor Co., International Har- 
vester Co., Massey-Harris, and _ the 
John Deere Plow Co., who have sup- 
plied the majority of the implements 
used, it has been possible to try out 
different methods of breaking and 
cultivating and to study the effect 
of these methods on couch. The work 
is~being conducted on a piece of 
land covered with a solid stand of 
couch. The experiments have been 
active for too short a period to 
make final deductions, nevertheless 
the results so far obtained indicate 
certain promising methods. 

1—In breaking the sod the plough- 
ing should be deep enough to turn 
up all the rootstocks. Subsequent 
cultivations will then bring the _ root
